EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

a. Independent Claims 1 and 10 both define features of cropping frequency 
coefficients of a portion of the arrays so as to cause corresponding regions of the 
image to be scaled when converted into a spatial domain representation dependent 
on the amount of cropping wherein cropped blocks of coefficients are obtained; 
transmitting coefficient data including the cropped blocks and un-cropped arrays 
of frequency coefficients to the apparatus for displaying a scaled version of the 
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image in the second display area. These features in combination with other 
features in Claims 1 and 10, which are the broadest allowable claims, are not 
taught or suggested by the art of record. 

b. Claims 2-9 are dependent upon Claim 1 . 

c. Claims 1 1-17 are dependent upon Claim 10.
